The election on adoption or rejec- 


tion of the proposed commissin-man- 
ager plan charter, as prepared by the 
charter board, for the city of New 
Smyrna, will ba held next Tuesday in 
the city council chamber. The polls 
will be opened at 8 o'clock and close 
at sundown and the election will be 
under the same regulations as are all 
other municipal elections. 


The board of election commission- 


ers of the charter board, which will 
have charge of the election, is com- 


posed of H. C. Phillips, L. A. Robin- 


son and K. L. Chilton. 


There will be but one proposition 


to be voted for in the election, "for" 
and "against" the commission-man- 
ager plan charter. 


The closing 
of the 
registration 


looks last Saturday night showed a 
total of 842 registered for this special 
election, the largest registration list 
ever presented tor a municipal elec 
tion. The increase is due to the reg- 
tration of the women, who will take 
part in a municipal election for the 
first time. Since the adoption of the 
amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion granting franchise to women, the 
women are privileged to participate 
in all elections from municipal to 
federal. 


History of Movement 


The movement for the selection of a 


charter board to prepare a new char- 
ter or amendments to the existing 
charter was started early last spring 
and, operating under the state law, 
a petition was presented to the city 
council to call a special election for 
the voters to name a charter board 
The petition was accepted and the elec- 
tion ordered called, but for somo un- 
explained reason the clerk failed to

At a meeting of the city commis- 


sioners yesterday an ordinance plac- 
ing the levy for the year at 13 mills 
was introduced. 
No amendments 


were oftered to the instrument and it 
will be passed at the next meeting ot 
<the commission 


"The levy shows a reduction of 


three mills on all property, the levy 
last year being 16 mills, a saving of 
30 cents per hundred dollars worth. 
The reduction will be made in the 
fund for general expenses. This was 
formerly ten mills and this year it is 
to be cut.to seven. The levy on the 
sinking fund, interest and indebted- 
ness is fixed and remains at six mills. 


"The tax situation is explained in 


the following letter from City Manager 
Greer to the city commission, which 
was presented to them at their meet- 
ing yesterday: 


"The rigid economies put in prac- 


tice by thel commission since its in- 
duction into office eight months ago 
has resulted in entirely wiping out 
the thousands of dollars of floating in- 
debtedness of the city and it will not 
be necessary to provide revenue from 
taxation to take care of floating debt 
as the city is now on a cash basis.

man.

the preparation of t':e commission- 
manager plan charter now submitted 
to the people. 


In the preparation of this charter 


the members of the charter board were 
somewhat influenced by the ftct that 
statistics show that cities governed 
by commission-manager plan charters 
are 
progressive and that in these 


cities the municipal business is eco- 
nomically and efficiently handled. It 
is proven that this plan takes 
the 


<-ity's business out of politics and 
places it on a modern business basis 
along the same linos that any corpor 
ation business is handled, with the 
c-ity commissioners acting as a board 
of directors and the city manager serv- 
ing as the general manager of the 
business.

and see how it will work with the 
load.

If any changes or repairs in the 


lines or connections are required it 
is probable the current will be cut 
off 
and not turned on again until 


Monday evening. It will be necessary 
to try the machinery and lines out to 
determine how the machinery works 
and the condition of the lines and 
connections to make sure everything 
is working right before leaving the 
current on permanently. 


The second part of the switchboard 


arrived here Tuesday night and the 
experts have practically finished the 
nstallation and wiring and everything 
is about ready to go. 


The machinery was started up and 


run for a time Wednesday and every- 
thing worked fine, without being con- 
nected to carry the heavy load. If 
the lights are not continued through 
the evening tomorrow night, It will be 
because some changes in the lines or 
connections are 
necessary, 
and if 


possible these changes will be made 
before Monday night.

of electric current must pay $10 de- 
posit on each meter and where new 
connections are made the consigner 
must pay for the wires and connec- 
tions from the street curb to the 
building.

similar in form to such petitions, but signed by electors eQual in number 
to at least ten per cent* of the registered voters of the City, and filed 
with the City Auditor and Clerk at least thirty days prior to such re- 
call election. But no such nominating petition shall be signed or circulated 
until afcr the time has expired for signing the copies of the petition for the 
recall, and any signatures thereon antedating such time shall not bo counted. 


Section 208. 
COUNTING THE VOTE: Condidates shall not *i> nom- 


inated to succeed any particular City Commissioner; but if only one City 
Commissioner is removed at suih election, the candidate at such election 
receiving the highest number of votes shall be declared elected to fill the 
•vacancy; and if more than one City Commissioner is removed at such elec- 
tion, such candidates equal in number to the number of City Commissioners 
removed shall be declared elected to fill the vacancies; and among the suc- 
cessful candidates those receiving the greater number of votes shall be de- 
clared elected for the longer terms. Cases of ties, and all other matters 
not herein specifically provided for, shall be determined by the rules govern- 
ing elections generally. 


Section 209. 
EFFECT OF RESIGNATIONS: No proceedings for the 


recall of all of the members of the City Commission at the same election 
shall be defeated in whole or in part by the resignation of any or all of them, 
but upon the resignation ot any of them, the City Commission shall have 
power to fill the vacancy until a successor is elected, and the proceedings 
for the recall and election ot .successors shall continue and have the same 
effect as though there had been no resignation. 


Section 210. 
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS: 
Except as herein 


otherwise provided, no petition to recall any City Commissioner shall be filed 
within six months after be takes office. No person removed by recall shall 
be eligible to be elected or appointed upon said City Commission for a period 
of two years after the date of such recall. The City Auditor and Clerk shall 
preserve in. his office all -papers, comprising or connected with a petition for 
a recall for tie period of one year alter the same were filed. The method 
of removal herein provided is in' addition to such other methods as are or may 
be provided by genera) law. 


Section 211. 
OFFENSES RELATING TO PETITIONS: No person 


shall falsely impersonate another, or purposely write his name or residence 
falsely in the signing of any petition for initiative, referendum or recall, or 
forge any name thereto, or sign any such paper with knowledge that he is 
not a qualified elector of the City. No person shall sign or knowingly per 
mit to be signed, any petition for recall at any place other than the office 
of the City Auditor and Clerk. Nor shall any person employ or pay another 
or accept employment or payment, for circulating any initiative or refer- 
endum petition upon the basis of the number of signatures procured thereto. 
Any person violating any of the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall, upon conviction, be fined in any sum not 
to exceed one hundred dollars and the costs of prosecution, and may be im- 
prisoned (or not exceeding three months, or both, at the discretion of the 
court. The foregoing provisions shall not be held to be exclusive of, but in 
addition to all laws of the State prescribing penalties for the same offenses 
or for both offenses relating to the same matter. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Section 212. 
PUBLIC MEETING: In the interest of the citizens and 


taxpayers and their knowledge of the manner in which the affairs of the City 
are being conducted, a public meeting shall be called once each year. It 
shall be the duty of the City Auditor and Clerk to give notice of such public 
meeting in a newspaper published in the City between January 10th and 
January 20th of each year, such public meeting to be held in some con- 
venient public place between January 20th and January 31st next ensuing 
The City Auditor and Clerk and City Manager shall be present at such 
public meeting and be prepared to furnish such data and facts in their 
possession as may be required to show the manner in which the affairs of 
the City have been conducted during the past year. If, after a full and free 
discussion, a majority of the taxpayers of the City there present shall de 
cide some definite proposition would be to the best interests of the City 
they may embody such proposition in a recommendation to the City Com 
mission. This recommendation shall be acted upon by the City Commission 
at their next regular meeting. If such action be favorable thereto, it shal 
at once be embodied in an appropriate ordinance or resolution, which ordi 
nance or resolution may be subject to the referendum, as are other ordi 
nances and resolutions. 
If the recommendation be rejected by the City 


Commission, the~ same may, by the initiative, be balloted on at the en 
suing election. 


Section 213. 
FIRST ELECTION: Immediately after the ratification of 


this Charter, as hereinafter provided, the City Clerk shall call a special elec 
tion to be held at the City Council Chamber in the City of New Smyrna 
Florida, on the 28th day of December, A. D. 1920, for the purpose of electing 
three City Commissioners and a Municipal Judge. 
Notice of such election 


shall be published in four consecutive weekly issues of a newspaper of genera* 
circulation in the City. Candidates for the City Commission and Municipi 
Judge shall, at such election, be nominated by petition, and there shall be 
no primary. Such petitions shall be filed with the City Clerk not later than 
December 16, 1920, and shall contain the name of the candidate or candidates 
and shall specify as to each candidate that he is nominated for the office o1 
City Commissioner or Municipal Judge of the City of New Smyrna, Florida 
and that he possesses the qualifications required for members of the City 
Commission or Municipal Judge by the Charter.

FORMER PASTOR HERE

News has been received here of

One of the signers to each of 
separate papers shall swear that the statements therein are true to the best 
of his knowledge and belief and the certificate of such oath shall be annexed. 
Any person whose name has been submitted for candidacy by such petition 
shall file with the City Clerk not later than five days thereafter a written 
acceptance of such candidacy, which acceptance shall state that if elected he 
will qualify for and serve in such office during the term for which he is 
elected.

ceptance is filed, forthwith to make and deliver to such candidate a written 
certificate acknowledging receipt of such acceptance and stating the date 
of its filing. If any candidate fails to file such acceptance his nsme shall 
not appear upon the ballot.

electors as a board of Election Commissioners, whose duty it shall be 
to conduct such election and certify the re&ult thereof to the City Clerk.

TO THE PROPERTY OWNERS AND VOTERS OF NEW SMYRNA:' 


Your Charter Board, elected by you on July 6th last, in accordance 


with Chapter 6940, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1915, now presents for your 
earnest consideration a proposed new Charter for our City. This Charter 
is the result of our best thought and effort expended during many weeks 
of the most painstaking research and work. 
It contains many of 


the most salient features of Charters of many of the best and most econom- 
ically governed cities and towns. 


Your Charter Board has taken great care to keep always in mind*hat 


our City is not so large or so wealthy as many other cities; that those who 
must bear the cost of onr municipal government are, for the most part, so 
situated in life that they must earn their living and the money with which 
to pay their taxes by working long hours at their various trades, professions, 
occupations and places of business, and that the people of our City are al- 
ready heavily burdened with various special taxes and bond issues. 


Your Charter Board also recognized the fact that, not through the in- 


dividual shortcomings of those worthy citizens who are now, or have here- 
tofore been in charge qf our City government, but by reason of the faults 
and limitations of our present City Charter, our tax payers are not enjoying 
the economy and efficiency of municipal government to which they are en- 
titled; nor has our City had that degree of civic progress, the foundation of 
which nature has so abundantly bestowed, and for which our progressive 
citizens have so earnestly striven. 


The crying need of improving upon our present form of City government 


must be apparent to all our people. Those who have made an extensive 
study of the subject of municipal government almost unanimously agree that 
the best results are obtained by placing the executive affairs of the City di- 
rectly in the hands of one -man trained in the science of City Management, 
... —wjio is required to devote his full time to his duties, and who is made directly 


res-pUosible, for economy and efficiency; in other words, the "Conlmission- 
Manager'Plan" Charter. 


Your Charter Board now presents for your ratification or rejection a 


"Commission-Manager Plan" Charter, in which we have earnestly endeavored 
to incorporate such provisions as will, in our opinion, guarantee a more 
economical and efficient administration of the affairs of our City. 


By the adoption of this Charter, we believe the City will be able to get 


one hundred cents in value for every dollar of taxes and that the burden of 
taxation -will be more justly distributed. 


• Some of its chief advantages may be briefly mentioned as follows: 


1. It establishes a simple, direct and business-like form of government. 
2. It makes elective officers responsible to public opinion by means of 


the initiative and referendum.

Section 7, 
POWERS OF THE CITY: 
The City of New Smyrna shall 


have and is hereby granted the power to borrow money, but said City shall 
not borrow 
for current expenses more than twenty per cent of the 


revenues 
of 
said 
City 
in 
any 
one 
year, 
and 
levy 
taies 
and 


assessments, to control, perform and furnish all public services and to ac- 
quire and dispose of property either within or without its corporate limits 
for public uses and for the protection and preservation of public improv^ 
ments, by acquisition^ condemnation, or otherwise; to issue and sell bonds 
upon the property or the earnings thereof, or both; to adopt and enforce 
local police, sanitary and other similar regulations not in conflict with the 
laws of the State; to do whatever may be deemed necessary or proper for 
the safety, health, convenience and general welfare of. its inhabitants, and 
to exerc,js.e all other power?" of local" self -government. 
The enumeration 


of particular powers by this Charter shall not be held or deemed to be ex- 
clusive, but, in addition to the powers enumerated herein, implied thereby 
or appropriate to the exercise thereof, the City shall have, and may exercise, 
all other powers which, under the constitution and laws of Florida, it would 
be competent 
for 
this 
paragraph 
specifically to 
enumerate. 
This 


Charter also would give the city the right to exercise police powers over 
abbatoirs, dairies, slaughter houses and sanitation, for a distance of five 
miles from the City limits, provided, only, that such action should not be 
taken within the corporate limits of any neighboring municipality. 


Section 8. 
GENERAL DESCRIPTION; 
The form p£ .Government ot 


the City of New Smyrna provided for under this Charier shall be that knowtf 
as -the "Commission-Manager Plan" and the City Commission shall consist ot 
three citizens, who shall be elected at large in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided. 
The City Commission shall constitute the Governing Body with 


powers hereinafter provided to pass ordinances, adopt regulations, and ap- 
point a Chief Administration Officer to be known as the "City Manager" and 
to exercise all jother powers hereinafter provided. 


THE CITY COMMISSION 


Section 9. 
CREATION OF COMMISSION: 
There is hereby created 


a City Commission to consist of three electors of the City elected at larga, 
who shall hold office for three years; provided, that at the first election 
held under this Charter the candidate having the largest vote'shall serve 
three years, the one having the next higest number of votes for two years, 
and the one having the third highest number of votes for one year, and 
at each annual election thereafter, one Commissioner shall be voted for. 


Section 10. 
POWERS: 
All powers of the City except such as are 


vested in the jurisdiction of a Municipal Court and except as otherwise 
provided by this Charter, or by the Constitution of the State, are hereby 
vested in the City Commission; and, except as otherwise provided by this 
Charter, or by the Constitution of the State, the City Cqmmission may, by 
ordinance or resolution provide the manner in which any power of the City 
shall be exercised. Neither the City Commission nor any of its members 
shall dictate the appointment of any person to office or employment by the 
City Manager, or in any manner prevent the City Manager from exercising his 
own judgement in selecting the personnel of his administration. The City Com- 
mission and its members shall deal with the administrative service solely 
through the City Manager and neither the City Commission nor any member 
thereof shall give orders to, nor make requests of, any of the subordinates 
of the City Manager, either publicly or privately. 


Section 11. 
QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS: 
Members of the City 


Commission shall be residents of the City for five years and have the quali- 
fications of electors and shall be taxpayers on real and personal property 
within the city limits. Officers and employes of the City shall not hold any 
other public office, except as Notaries Public, and shall not be interested in 
the profits or emoluments of any contract, work or service for the munici- 
pality, and any such contract in which any officer or employe is, or may be- 
come interested, shall be declared void by the City Commission. 


Section 12. 
CANVASS BY CANDIDATES FOR COMMISSION PRO- 


HIBITED: 
No candidate for the ofliee of City Commission shall make any 


personal canvass among the voters to secure his nomination or election 
or the nomination and election of any other candidate in the same election. 
He may cause notice of his candidacy to be published in the newspapers and 
may procure the circulation of a petition for his nomination; but he shall 
not personally circulate such petition, nor by writing, nor in any otherwise 
solicit anyone to support him or vote for him. He shall not expend or 
promise any money, office, employment or any other thing of value to secure 
nomination or election, but he may answer such inquiries as may be put 
to him and may declare his position publicly upon matters of public interest, 
either by addressing public meetings or by making like statements for 
newspaper publication or general circulation. 
A violation of these pro- 


visions or any of them, shall disqualify him from holding the office if elected 
and the person receiving the next highest number of votes, who has observed 
the foregoing conditions, shall be entitled to the office. 


Section 13. 
JUDGE OF ITS OWN ELECTION: The City Commission 


shall be the judge of the election and qualification of its own members sub- 
ject to review by the courts. Any member of the City Commission who shall 
be convicted of crime while in office shall thereby forfeit his office. 


Section 14. 
ACCEPTANCE OF PASSES AND SPECIAL PRIVILEGES 


PROHIBITED: No City ComnyiSStoiter W otfier officer of employe of the Cfty 
sfiall accept any frank, free ticket, pass or service, directly or indirectly, 
from any person, firm or corporation, upon terms more favorable than are 
granted to the public generally, provided that such prohibition of free service 
shall not apply to policemen or firemen in uniform or wearing their official 
badges, where same is authorized by ordinance, and provided further that 
netting in this section shall be so construed as to prohibit the use of passes 
or free service that has been or may be granted to any City Commissioner by 
reason of his employment other than as a City Commissioner. 


Section 15. 
FORFEITURE OF OFFICE: Any City Commissioner who 


shall cease to possess any of the qualifications required under the six pro- 
ceeding sections shall forthwith forfeit his office. 


Section 16. 
VACANCIES: When there is a single vacancy In the City 


Commission, the same shall be filled by appointment by the City Com- 
mission, if less than sixty days ensue before the next general or special 
election; if more than sixty days before such election, then an election shall 
be called to fill such vacancy. When there is more than one vacancy, thea 
an election shall be called to fill such vacancies. 


Section 17. 
MAYOR: The City Commission shall, at the time of or- 


ganizing, elect one of its members as Mayor of the City. In case the members 
of the City Commission are unable to agree within five days after the time 
fixed herein for the organization meeting, upon the selection of the Mayor, 
then such officer shall be chosen by lot, conducted by the City Clerk, who 
shall certify the result of such lot upon the journal of the City Commission. 


Section 18. 
FUNCTIONS AND POWERS OF MAYOR: 
The Mayor 


shall preside at all meetings of the Cty Commission and perform such other 
duties consistent with his office as may be imposed by it; and shall have a 
voice and vote in the proceedings of the City Commission, but no veto power. 
He may use the title of Mayor in any case in which legal instruments o£ 
writing or other necessity arising from- the general laws of the State so re- 
quires; but this shall not be considered as conferring upon him the admin- 
istrative or judicial functions of a mayor under the general laws of the 
State. He shall be recognized as the official head of the City by the courts 
for the purpose of serving civil processes; by the Government in the exer- 
cise of military law. and for all ceremonial purposes. He may take com- 
mand of the police and govern the City by proclamation, under the direction 
of the City Commission during times of grave public danger or emergency, 
and the City Commission shall be the judge of what constitutes such public 
danger or emergency. The powers and duties of the Mayor shall be such as 
are conferred upon him by the City Commission in pursuance of the provisions 
of tliis Charter, and no others. In the absence of the Mayor the other mem- 
bers of the City Commission shall select one of their number to perform his 
duties. In case of their inability to select one of their number, then such 
selection shall be made as provided for in the proceeding section. 


Section 19. 
MEETINGS: At 8 o'clock p. m. on the first day oi January, 


A. D. 1921, and thereafter at such hour on the first day of each fiscal year 
the City Commission shall meet at the usual place for holding the meetings 
of the legislative body of the City, at which time the newly elected City Coni- 
'.missimiers shall assume the duties of the office 
Thereafter the City Com- 


mission shall meet at such limes as mav he prescribed by ordinance or 
resolution, except that it shall meet regular!} not less than n i. r each 
month.

resolution setting forth the fact nf such excuse, duly en'ered upon 'the 
journal. 


Section 22. 
LEGISLATIVE PROCEEDURE: 
A majority of all mem- 


bers elected to the City Commission shall constilnt" a quorum but a less 
number may adjourn from day to day and compel the attendant e if abw-nt 
members- in such manner and under such penalties as may be prescribed 
by ordinance. The affirmative of two members shall be necessary to adopt 
any ordinance er resolution and the passage of all ordinances and resolutions 
shall be taken by "yeas" and "nays" and entered upon the journal 


Section 23. 
ORDINANCE ENACTMENT: 
Kvery proposed ordinance 


or resolution shall be introduced in written or printed form and shall not 
contain more than one subject, which shall be ciearly stated in the title; 
but general appropriation ordinances may contain the various subject" aad 
accounts for which moneys are to be appropriated. The enacting clauaa 
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of all ordinances shall be: "Be it enacted by the people of the City of New 
Smyrna, Florida." No ordinance, unless it shall be an emergency measure, 
shall be passed until it shall have been read at two regular meetings, not 
less than one week apart, or unless the requirement of such reading has 
lieen dispensed with by unanimous vote of the City Commission. 


Section 24. 
EMERGENCY MEASURES: 
All ordinances and resolu. 


tions passed by the City Commission shall become effective thirty days from 
the date thereof, except, that the City Commission may, by unanimous vote, 
pass emergency measures to take effect at the time stated therein. An 
emergency measure is an ordinance or resolution for the immediate preser- 
vation of public peace, property, health or safety, or providing for the usual 
daily operation of a municipal .department, in which the emergency is set 
forth and defined in a preamble thereto. Ordinances appropriating money 
»ay be passed as an emergency measure, but no measure making a grant, 
renewal or extension of a franchise or other special privilege, or regarding 
the rate to be charged for its services by any public utility, shall ever be 
so passed. 


Section 
25. 
RECORD AND PUBLICATION: 
Every ordinance or 


resolution shall, upon its final passage, be recorded in a book kept for that 
purpose and shall be authenticated by the signatures of the presiding officer 
and 
the 
clerk of the 
City 
Commission. 
Every 
ordinance of

general or permanent nature shall be published 
once 
within 
ten 


days after its final passage; when an existing ordinance is amended, 
then

Resolutions and ordinances providing for public im- 


provements, to pay the cost of which special assessments are to be made, 
need not be published, but within ten days after their passage a notice shall 
be published as hereinbefore provided, the same being in addition to the notice 
required to be served on property holders. 


Section 26. 
NOTICES -OF PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS: As to a reso- 


lution declaring the necessity for a public improvement, a notice shall be 
published, headed: 
"Notice of Public Improvement;"- stating when the 


resolution was adopted by the City Commission,-and- setting forth the nature 
and extent of the contemplated public improvement, including any change 
of street grade that is to be mads, what part of the cost thereof should be 
assessed against the property to be especially benefitted thereby, and what 
•water, gas or other street connection is to be made. No resolution" declar- 
ing it necessary to proceed with any public improvement shall he adopted 
until complete plans, specifications, profiles and estimates have bean sub- 
mitted to the City.Commission and been approved by it; and the same, or a 
copy thereof, shall thereafter remain on file in the office of the City Manager 
subject to inspection by the public. 


Section 27. 
ORDINANCES DETERMINING TO PROCEED WITH 


PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS: As to an ordinance determining to proceed with 
the improvement, a notice shall be published headed: "Notice of Determina- 
tion to Proceed with Public Improvement," stating when the City Commis- 
sion adopted the ordinance, describing the character and extent of the im- 
provement in general terms, and setting forth within what time assessments 
on property especially benefitted may be paid in cash and for what period 
and at what interest bonds will be issued for that portion of the assessrnent 
not so paid. 


Section 28. 
BONDING ORDINANCE, NOTICE OF: 
In regard to an 


ordinance to provide for the issue of bonds, a notice shall be published 
headed: "Notice of Bond Issue for Public Improvement," stating when the 
City Commission adopted the same, describing the improvement in general 
terms, and stating the total amount of bonds to he issued, in what denomin- 
ation, when maturing, and how to be dated and numbered, the rate of inter- 
est, when and where payable, and the lowest price at which any portion of 
such bonds, not takeu by the sinking fund of the City, will be offered at 
public, sale. 


Whenever practicable, notices of the same character requiring to be 


published regarding separate improvements shall be combined into one notice 
under a single heading. 


Section 29. 
MODE OF PUBLICATION: All of the above1 mentioned 


publications, as well as all other newspaper publications made by the City 
shall be printed in a newspaper of general circulation in the municipality, in 
the body type of the paper and under headlines in eighteen point type, speci- 
fying the nature of the publication. 


CITY MANAGER 


Section 30. 
APPOINTMENT: 
The City Commission shall appoint a 


City Manager who shall be an engineer and shall be the administrative 
head of the municipal government under the direction and supervision of 
the City Commission, and he shall hold office at the pleasure of the City 
Commission. He shall be chosen solely on the basis of his executive, ad- 
ministrative 
and 
engineering 
qualifications, 
without regard 
to 
his 


political beliefs, and he need not be a resident of the City or County at the 
time of his appointment. 
During the absence or disability of the City- 


Manager, the City Commission may designate some properly qualified-^pevson 
to temporarily execute the functions of this office; provided, that prior to 
January 1,1923, no person shall be appointed City Manager who is at the time 
of his appointment a resident of the City of New Smyrna or of the County 
In which such City is located. 


Section 31. 
COMPENSATION: 
The City Manager shall receive -as

Section 32. 
REMOVAL: 
He shall.be removable by the City Com- 


mission; but if removed at any time after having served six months, he may 
demand written charges and a public hearing upon the same before the 
City Commission, and his final removal shall not take effect until such hearing 
has been had, but the City Commission may suspend him from office pending 


POWERS AND DUTIES: The City Manager shall be 


responsible to the City .Commission for the proper administration of all 
affairs of the City, and to that end his powers are and they shall be:

To see that the laws and ordinances are enforced. 


(b) 
Except as hereinafter specifically provided, to appoint and to re- 


move all subordinate officers and employes of the City; all appointments to 
te made upon merit and fitness alone. 


(c) 
To exercise control and direct supervision over all departments 


and divisions of the municipal government under thio Charter, or which may 
hereafter be created by the City Commission. 


(d) 
To see that all terms and conditions imposed in favor of the City 


or its inhabitants in any public utility franchise are faithfully kept and per- 
formed; and upon knowledge of any violation thereof, to call the same to 
the attention of the City Attorney, whose duty it is hereby made to take 
such legal steps as may be necessary to enforce same. 


(e) 
To attend all meetings of the City Commission, and of its com- 


mittees, with right to take part in the discussions, 
a vote.

To recommend to the City Commission for adoption such measures 


as he may deem necessary or expedient in the interests of the City.

A City Attorney, a Municipal Judge, and three departments as 


follows: Department of Public Safety, Public Works and Welfare;1 
department of Records and Taxation and Finance; and Depository. 


In case of death or resignation, the office shall be filled as provide 
in Section 205. Sessions of the Municipal Court may be held daily excep 
Sundays and holidays. 


Section 39. 
POWERS:.. The Municipal Judge shall have power by hi: 


warrants to have brought before him any person or persons charged with th( 
violation of City ordinances, and shall have exclusive original jurisdiction 
over all proceedings of a criminal nature for the violation of any ordinances 
of the City. In the proper exercise of the functions of the Municipal Cour 
within its jurisdiction as herein defined, the Municipal Judge shall have 
power and is authorized to have issued and cause to be served any and al 
writs and processes such as are issued and used by justices of the peace in 
the State of Florida, and the police of the City of New Smyrna are 
authorized and it is made their duty to execute and serve any and all such 
writs and processes issued out of the said Municipal Court by the Municipa 
Judge, and to make proper return upon the same to such Court in the manner 
as is required of constables and sheriffs in the execution of similar papers 
The Municipal Judge shall have power and authority to take bail for the 
appearance of an accused person, to require the attendance of witnesses for 
the City and for the accused person, 
to administer oaths, take affidavits 


and to inquire into the truth or falsity of al! charges preferred, to decide on 
the guilt or iuno'cence of the accused, and to fix and to impose such penalties 
by sentence as are prescribed and provided for under the ordinances of the 
City, and to have all powers incidental and usual to the due enforcement of 
such City ordinances. 


Section 40. 
JUDGMENTS AND APPEALS: All persons convicted in 


the Municipal Court shall forthwith pay all fines and costs assessed against 
them and in default of payment thereof, may be committed to prison; pro- 
vided, that if such persons shall appeal within three days from the judgment 
of the Court, they shall be released upon entering into bond with good and 
sufficient security double the amount of fine and costs which have been 
assessed them, conditioned that they appear before the Municipal Court to 
be tried by a jury of six of their peers, to which the cause is appealed and to 
abide and perform the judgment thereof; such bond to be approved by the 
Municipal Judge. 


Section 41. 
CLERK OF MUNICIPAL COURT: The City Auditor and 


Clerk shall be the Clerk of the Municipal Court and shall attend all sessions 
of the same. 
He shall keep a docket in which shall be entered the title 


of all cases tried in such Court, the nature of offences charged, the names 
of all witnesses sworn, and by whom called, the finding and judgment of the 
Court, and the fines and costs incurred and by whom, whether the judgment 
is satisfied, and, if so, how satisfied, and the date of appeal, if granted. Upon 
the conviction or acquittal of any defendant the Clerk shall procure and file 
in his office the complaint, warrant or oilier process and all papers in the 
:ase, and a copy thereof and of the entries upon the docket aforementioned, 
under the seal of the City, shall be prima facie evidence thereof and of the 
facts therein stated and shall have the sanife force and etfect in all courts as 
the original if produced and proved as -,ueh. 


Section 42. 
DUTY OF CLERK IN CASES APPEALED: In all cases 


that are appealed the City Auditor and Clerk shall return snd file the papers 
with the- clerk of the appelate court, within three days, and shall endorse on 
ths warrant in every case the names of the witnesses on behalf nf the City. 


Section 43. 
CONFINEMENT OF PERSONS ARRESTED:. All per- 


sons arrested for the violation of any ordinance or breach of the peace com- 
mitted within the City limits, upon the property of the City outside of its 
limits, anrt within the jurisdiction of the Mimk-iiial Court as defined under this 
Charter, shall be immediately confined in the City jail or house of detention 
and remain there until a hearing has been had before the Municipal Court, 
unless such person or persons shall give proper security, in which event they 
may be released. 


Section 44. 
BONDS FOR APPEARANCE: 
The Chie of Police and 


the officers in charge of the jail or house of detention shall Have aiithorty to 
take from persons so arrested, a bond or other security for appearance be- 
fore the Municipal Court, but no such bonrl or security shall be for less than 
$5.00 nor more than $250.00.

persons have been released upon bonds or other security and they fail to 
appear, the Municipal Court shall declare auch bond or security estreated, 
and such action shall be recorded upon the docket, and in such cases the 
Municipal Judge may, in his discretion, issue a capias for the rearrest of the 
accused person. 


Section 46. 
DISPOSITION OF MONEYS COLLECTED AS FINES: 


The Municipal Court shall have authority to preserve order and decorum and 
shall be invested with the same powers to that end by fine and imprisonment, 
as are possessed and authorized to be exercised by Criminal Courts of Record 
within the State. All fines, penalties and fees collected in the Municipal 
Court and by the Police of the City shall be a part of the revenues of the City 
and shall be paid to the City Auditor and Clerk on the day on which col- 
lected, and receipt taken therefor. The money so paid into the City depos- 
itory may by ordinance of the City Commission, be appropriated to any par- 
ticular fund and shall thereafter be used in accordance with such ordinance. 


Section 47. 
REPORT OF ARRESTS: It shall be the duty of the Chief 


of Police, or the police oflicer acting as his deputy or representative in at- 
tendance upon the Municipal Court, to report to the City Auditor and Clerk 
at the hour fixed for the convening of such Court each day, all arrests and 
committals that have been made since, the last session of the Court, the 
names of the accused and the offences with which charged, the names of the 
witnesses in the respective cases and the bonds or other securities of those 
who may have been released, if any there be.

LABOR .REQUIRED OF PRISONERS: 
All persons im- 


prisoned after conviction in the Municipal Court shall be required to work 
for the City at such labor as their health and strength will permit, within or 
without the limits of the City, not exceeding eight hours each day and for not 
exceeding sixty consecutive days for one offence.

REMISSION OF FINES AND PENALTIES: 
No fine or 


other penalty imposed by the Municipal Court shall be remitted except by 
action of the City Commission upon the recommendation o£ the Municipal 
Judge; provided, however, that this shall not be construed as precluding the 
Municipal Judge from suspending sentences imposed by such Court.

by established in the City of New Smyrna a Municipal Court to be known 
as the "Municipal Court of the City of New Smyrna, Florida." for the trial 
of all offenders against the municipal ordinances. Such Court shall b« pre- 
sided over by a Municipal Judge who shall be elected for a term of two 
years and who shall be subject to recall, as provided in Section 208 of (lift 
Charter. In case of absence or disability of the Municipal Judge, (he Cotmty 
Judge or a Justice of ifce Peace may perform the functions of the Municipal

The police force of the City of New 


Smyrna shall consist of a Chief of Police and as many subordinate officers, 
policemen and employes as the City Commission shall by ordinance de- 
termine. The Chief ojr Police shall have exclusive control of the stationing 
and transfer of all patrolmen and other officers and employes constituting 
the police force, subject to the approval of the City Manager and under 
such rules and regulations as the City Commission may prescribe, or as may 
be prescribed bv the ordinances of the City.

LEVIES: The City of New Smyrna shall have power to

ssued in accordance with law; -to pay any judgment against the City and any 
such sum as may be commanded to be levied by any mandamus legally, issued 
against the City.

The Red Cross did BO disaster re- 


lief work during the month in tues-

With all of this work, the Red Cross

During the month the Red Cross 


maintained adequate forces of work- 
ers at twelve different army posts, 
camps and hospitals in the division, 
serving a total of 13,752 men, of whom 
700 or more were patients in two 
general army hospitals. In addition, 
Home Service, as it is called, was 
given to 1,148 new cases, 842 closed 
cases and 4,071 other cases where in- 
formation of all sorts in regard to pay, 
Liberty bonds, insurance and the like 
was furnished. 


One of the most potent influences at 


these posts was the "home influence" 
of the Red Cross. The men were en- 
couraged to write letters home, station- 
ery was provided, and, where a man 
was illiterate, the Red Cross wrote 
his letters for him. The boys were 
made to feel that the Red Cross work- 
ers were their friends, that they had 
some one to go to, some one who felt 
a sympathetic interest in their -wel- 
fare. 


The Red Cross also did work at 


six United States public health hos- 
pitals in the southern division, and 
served United States public health ser- 
vice patients at eight other hospitals 
of which they were inmates. Besides 
"home service," the Red Cross gave 
them recreation, distributed necessary 
supplies and developed the local In- 
terest of the respective communities 
in the patients and the hospitals. 


This is the sort of work-in health, 


social service, among the posts and 
camps, for disaster relief, first aid, 
home dietetics, home hygiene and care 
ot the sick, and the Junior Red Gross

COLUECTION OF TAXES: The City Auditor, Clerk' 


and Collector shall, unless otherwise provided, proceed substantially in. the 
same manner in the collection of taxes and sale ot lands and personal prop- 
erty for non-payment of taxes and licenses, as do State Collectors -under the 
State law. and shall be subject to the same penalties as are prescribed by 
the laws of Florida for any violation ol the duties imposed upon him by 
this Charter. 


Section 119. 
ERRORS TO BE REPORTED: 
The City Auditor and 


Clerk shall report to the City Commission any errors, double assessments 
and insolvencies for which he should be credited, subdivisions, etc.. giving 
in each case the names of the parties on whose account the credit should be 
allowed. 


Section 120. 


MENTS: The City Commission shall' have power by ordinance to provide 
. for the construction reconstructionf repair and maintenance by contract or 


directly by the employment ot labrfr, of all things in the'nature of local im- 
provements, and to provide for,the .payment of any part of the cost of any 
special improvement by levying and collecting special assessments upon 
abutting, adjoining and caBtiguous or other specially benefitted property. 
The amount assessed a_ginst the property especially benefitted to pay for 
such local improvements should not exceed the amount of the estimated 
benefits accruing %S such property.

METHOD

Upon the completion of any improvement the City Manager shall rebate to 
the then owner ot the property which shall have been assessed to pay for any 
such improvement, any surplus or excess remaining unexpended for the pur- 
pose for which such assessment was made, and in the event of there being a 
deficit in the fund provided for the making of any such improvement and upon 
the reporting of such deficit to the City Commission, the City Auditor and

APPOINTMENT OF:

ganization of the first City Commission provided for by this Charter, the 
City Commission shall appoint a Valuation Board composed of three com- 
petent men, either or all of whom may be non-residents of the City, who shall 
receive such compensation as the City Commission shall fix at the time of 
their appointment. 


Section 138. 
ORGANIZATION OF VALUATION BOARD: 
Within 


five days after receiving notice of their appointment, the members cf this 
Valuation Board shall meet in the City of New Smyrna, Florida, and organize 
by electing one of their number chairman and another secretary. As soon 
as organized the Valuation Board shall enter upon the discharge of their 
duties. 
Two members shall constitute a quorum. 


Section 139. 
OATH OF OFFICE: Before beginning their duties each 


member of the Valuation Board shall take and subscribe to the following 
oath before some officer authorized to administer oaths under the laws of the 
State of Florida, viz:

DUTIES OF VALUATION BOARD: It shall be the duty 


of the Valuation Board to inspect every lot, tract or parcel of land in the 
Citv taxable tor Sttae purposes, together with all the improvements thereon, 
and determine the value thereof. 
The members of the Valuation Board 


shall have access to all maps, plats and records of the City that will 
assist them in the performance of their duties. 
All meetings of the Valua- 


tion Board shall be open to the public. 


Section 141. 
FINAL REPORT: 
Upon the completion of its duties, 


the Valuation Board shall submit a written report to the City Commission, 
signed by at least two members of the Valuation Board. This report shall 
show in properly ruled columns: First, legal description of tract valued; 
second, full cash value of land; third, brief description of improvmeents; 
fourth, full cash value ol improvements; fifth, total full cash value of land 
and improvements. 


The values shown in tips report shall be the values at which all taxable 


laud and improvement in the City shall be assessed for the first fiscal year, 
when not in excess ol those fixed by the State and County, but the City 
Auditor and Clerk, in his capacity as City Tax Assessor, shall have power 
to make such changes in valuations in succeeding years as he deems just 
and equitable, such changes being subject to review and correction by the 
Equalizing Board. 


Section 142. 
VACANCIES, HOW FILLED: Any vacancy that may 


occur in the Valuation Board shall be filled by appointment by the City 
Commission 


BONDS. 


Section 143. 
HOW ISSUED: The City Commission, in its co-operative 


capacity, is authorized to issue from lime to time, bonds of said City, of such 
denomination and bearing such rate of interest, not exceeding six per cent, 
and becoming due m such time and upon such conditions as may be de- 
termined, to an amount not exceeding in the aggregate ten per cent of the 
assessed value ot the taxable real estate of the City at the time of issue: 
provided, that no such bonds shall be issued except for the purpose in- 
dicated in Section 7 for the floating of the debt of the City, refunding of 
previous issues of bonds, establishment of public- works and utilities, con- 
struction of necessary municipal buildings, and for the improvement of 
parks, highways and streets, and other municipal purposes as are of general 
benefit in their relation to the municipality; provided, further, that before 
the issue of any such bonds shall be made an ordinance shall be passed 
expressing in exact terms the amount of the contemplated bond issue and 
the purposes for which moneys so to be realized are to be used, which said 
ordinance proposing the issue of bonds shall subsequently be approved by a 
majority vote of the electors of the City, who are qualified to vote us shown 
by the registration and tax books oi the City, who vote thereon, at an elec- 
tion held for fttat purpose, at sdch time and In such manner as may be pre- 
scribed by law and the City ordinances. No person Khali be d?«med qual- 
ified to vote at such election who does not own and puv taxes on real and 
personal property located in the City. The question of the issuance of bonds 
for any specified purpose may be submitted trom time to time not oftener 
than once each year, with relation to each purpose specified.

PREREQUISITE

STREETS AND PUBLIC GROUNDS. 


Section 150. 
SIDEWALKS: 
The City Commission may by resolu- 


tion declare that certain specified sidewalks, curbing, gutters or drains, street 
paving, sanitary or storm sewers, shall be constructed or repaired. 
Upon 


the passing ot such resolution, the City Manager shall cause written notice 
of the passage thereof to be served upon the ov.ner, or agent of owners, of 
each parcel of land abutting upon each sidewalk, who may be a resident of 
ti'e City in the manner provided by law for the service of summons in civil 
action. 'He shall return a copy of the notice with the time and manner of 
sen ice endorsed thereon, signed by the person serving it. to the City Auditor 
and Clsrk, who shall file and preserve; =".c!i ;etuiii. For the puipose of such 


"ice i! the o*uer ot any such property be not a resident ot the City any 


person charged -with the collection oi rent or the payment of. taxes on 


. h property, or having control thereof, in any way. shall be regarded as 


,he agent of the owner and service upon such person shall have the like 
:orc-e and effect as though personal service 
of. It it appears in any such return, howeve 
or that neither such owner or agent could be found, one publication or 
a copy of the resolution in a newspaper of general circulation in the City- 
shall be deemed sufficient notice to such owner. 


Section 151. 
METHOD OF PROCEDURE: If sidewalks, curbing, glit- 


ters, diains, street paving, sanitary And storm sewers be not constructed or 
repaired within sixty days from the service of the notice provided for in the 
preceding section, or the publication thereof, the City Manager may proceed.

by direct employment of labor, or contract, to carry out such construction, 
or repairs at the expense of the owner, as in the case of other improve- 
ments, and all such expense shall be reported by the City Manager to the City 
Commission. 
The City Commission shall thereupon, by ordinance, asse-ss 


the cost and expense thereof upon the owner or owners of all the property 
bounding or abutting thereon, and such assessments shall be collected in the- 
same manner as other assessments, with a penalty oi five per cent and in- 
terest for failure to pay at-the time fixed by the assessment resolution. 


Section 152. 
ASSESSMENT BONDS: 
The City Commission may at 


any time borrow money and authorize the issuance of notice to bond therefor 
in anticipation of the collection of unpaid special assessments, levied for the. 
purpose of paying the cost of construction or repairing isidewalks, curbing, 
gutters and drains, street paving, sanitary and storm sewers, which are to- 
be or have been constructed by the City, because of the failure of the owners- 
of the property to construct or repair the same pursuant to notice as herein- 
before provided for. 


Section 153. 
ASSESSMENT FOR REMOVAL OF WEEDS, RUBBISH, 


ETC.: 
The City Commission shall have power to provide by ordinance tor- 


assessing against the abutting property the cost of removing from sidewalks 
all accumulations of weeds or rubbish, and for assessing against property 
the cost of cutting and removing theretrom of noxious weeds or rubbish, in- 
cluding debris resulting from fires or the demolition of buildings or other- 
structures. 


Section 154. 
CARE AND SUPERVISION OF STREETS AND PUBLIC- 


GROUNDS: The City Commission shall provide by ordinance'for the care, 
supervision, control and improvement of public highways, streets, avenues, 
alleys, sidewalks, public grounds, bridges, aqueducts and viaducts, within the. 
City and shall cause them to be kept open, in repair and free from nuisances- 


Section 155. 
ALTERATION OF STREETS: 
Whenever it may be 


deemed necessary the City Commission may cause any street, alley or public 
highway to be opened, straightened, diverted, narrowed, widened or vacated. 


Section 156. 
DEDICATION OF STREETS: 
No street or alley hereaf- 


ter dedicated to public use by the owner of any land within the City shall be 
deemed a public street or alley or under the care or control of the City, un- 
less the dedication be accepted and confirmed by ordinance passed for suck 
purpose, or unless the provisions of this Charter relating to platting subdi- 
visions shall hare been complied with. 


Section 157. 
VACATION OR CHANGE OF NAME: 
The City Com- 


mission in vacating any street or part of streat or changing the name of any 
street, may include in one ordinance the change of name or vacation or nar- 
rowing of more than one street, avenue or alley, but before vacating any 
street or part thereof, or narrowing any street, the City Conimisc-;on shall 
first pass a resolution declaring its intention to do so. Notice as in civil ac- 
tions shall be served upon all persons whose property abuts upon the portion 
of the street affected by the proposed vacation or narrowing, and by publica- 
tion once in a newspaper of general circulation in the City as to all the per- 
sons who cannot be personally served. Said notice shall state the time ant£ 
place at which objection can be heard before the City Commission and the- 
City Commission may thereafter by ordinance declare such vacation or nar- 
rowing of street, avenue or alley of which notice*was previously given as here- 
inbefore provided for and such order ol the City Commission vacating- or nar- 
rowing of a street which has been dedicated to public use by the proprietor 
shall, to the extent to which it is vacated or narrowed, operate as a revocation^ 
of the acceptance thereof by the City Commission, but the right of way and 
easement therein of any lot owner shall not be impaired thereby. 


Section 158. 
SUPERVISOR OF PLATS: The City Manager shall be 


the Supervisor of Plats of the City. He shall provide regulations governing 
the platting of all lands so as to require all streets and alleys to be of proper 
width and to be co-terminous with the adjoining streets and alleys, and other- 
wise to conform to regulations prescribed by him. Whene\er any person 
plats any land within the corporate limits or contiguous, thereto, the City- 
Manager as Supervisor of Plats shall, if such plats are in accordance with 
the rules as prescribed by him, endorse his written approval thereon. No 
plats subdividing lands within the corporate limits, or contiguous thereto, 
shall be entitled to record in the public records of the county, without sucht 
written approval so endorsed thereon. 


Section 159. 
EFFECT OF SUCH PLATTING: 
No streets or alleys, 


except those laid down on plats beaimg the approval of the Supervisor of 
Plats as provided for in the preceding section, shall subsequently in any way 
be accepted as public streets, or alleys, by the City, nor shall any public funds- 
be expended in the repair or improvement of streets and alleys subsequently 
laid out and not on such plat. This restriction shall not apply to a street or 
alley laid out by the City, nor streets, alleys or public gruonds laid out on a. 
plat by or with the approval of the Supervisor of Plats. 


Section 160. 
APPROPRIATION OF LAND: Property within the cor- 


porate limits of the City may be appropriated for any public or municipal 
purpose, and to the extent of the authority granted by the constitution of the 
State, such appropriation to be made as herein provided. 
By such ap- 


propriation the City may acquire a fee simple title or any less estate., ea«e- 
ment or use. Appropriation of property located outside the corporate limits 
of the City shall be made according to the requirements of, and as provided" 
by the general State law. 


Section 161. 
NOTICE OF INTENTION TO APPROPRIATE PROP- 


ERTY: 
Immediately upon the adoption ol such resolution, the City Man- 


ager shall cause written notice thereof to be given to the owner, person ia 
possession therof, or having an interest of incord in, every piece of land 
sought to be appropriated, or to his authorized agent; and such notice shall 
be served by any person designated ior the purpose and retuni made in the 
manner provided by law for the service and return of summons in civil ac- 
tion. If such owner, person or hm agent cannot be found, notice shall b» 
given by publication once a Tveelt for three consecutive w*ks in a news- 
paper of general circulation in the City, and the City Commission may there- 
after pass an ordinance directing such appropriation to proceed. 


Section 163. 
PURCHASE PRIVILEGE: 
After such notice, tho City 


Commission, if it can agree with the owner on the price to be paid for such 
property, may. by ordinance, order the purchase- thereof. 


Section 164. 
FURTHER PROCEEDINGS: 
If the City Commission 


shall he unable to agree- with tho owner upon the purchase price, it may 
thereafter pass an ordinance directing such appropriation of property to pro- 
ceed and thereupon the City Attorney shall file a petition in the office of the 
Clerk of the. Circuit Court, attaching theieto a copy of the ordinance passed 
by the City Commission, which petition Khali be in the form required by law- 
All the subsequent proceedings with regard to the condemnation and ap- 
propriation ot" the property shall be in the manner provided by the general 
law of the State for the condemnation and appropriation of property )»- 
municipal corporations. 


FRANCHISES AND PUBLIC UTILITIES. 


Section 
1G5. 
GRANTING OF FRANCHISES: 
Permission may be 


granted to any individual, companv or corporation to construct and operate 
a publi 
unlit} in tlin stri'elh and public grounds oi the city, but no suck 
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similar in form to such petitions, but signed by electors efjual in number 
to at least ten per cent* of the registered voters of the City, and filed 
•with the City Auditor and Clerk at least thirty days prior to such re- 
call election. But no such nominating petition shall be signed or circulated 
until afcr the time has expired for signing the copies of the petition for the 
recall, and any signatures thereon antedating such time shall not bo counted 


Section 208. 
COUNTING THE VOTE: Condidates shall not *i> nom- 


inated to succeed any particular City Commissioner; but if only one City 
Commissioner is removed at suih election, the candidate at such election 
receiving the highest number of votes shall be declared elected to fill the 
•vacancy; and if more than one City Commissioner is removed at such elec- 
tion, such candidates equal in number to the number of City Commissioners 
removed shall be declared elected to fill the vacancies; and among the suc- 
cessful candidates those receiving the greater number of votes shall be de- 
clared elected for the longer terms. Cases of ties, and all other matters 
not herein specifically provided for, shall be determined by the rules govern- 
ing elections generally. 


Section 209. 
EFFECT OF RESIGNATIONS: No proceedings for the 


recall of all of the members of the City Commission at the same election 
shall be defeated in whole or in part by the resignation of any or all of them 
but upon the resignation of any of them, the City Commission shall have 
power to fill the vacancy until a successor is elected, and the proceedings 
for the recall and election o£ .successors shall continue and have the same 
effect as though there had been no resignation. 


Section 210. 
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS: 
Except as herein 


otherwise provided, no petition to recall any City Commissioner shall be filec 
within six months after be takes office. No person removed by recall shal 
be eligible to be elected or appointed upon said City Commission for a period 
of two years after the date of such recall. The City Auditor and Clerk shall 
preserve in, his office, all -papers comprising or connected with a petition tor 
a recall for the period of one year alter the same were filed. The method 
of removal herein provided is in' addition to such other methods as are or may 
b* provided by genera) law. 


Section 211. 
OFFENSES RELATING TO PETITIONS: No person 


shall falsely impersonate another, or purposely write his name or residence 
falsely in the signing of any petition for initiative, referendum or recall, or 
forge any name thereto, or sign any such paper with knowledge that he is 
not a qualified elector of the City. No person shall sign or knowingly per 
mit to be signed, any petition for recall at any place other than the office 
of the City Auditor and Clerk. Nor shall any person employ or pay another 
or accept employment or payment, for circulating any initiative or refer 
endum petition upon the basis of the number of signatures procured thereto 
Any person violating any of the provisions of this section shall be deemet 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall, upon conviction, be fined in any sum not 
to exceed one hundred dollars and the costs of prosecution, and may be im 
prisoned for not exceeding three months, or both, at the discretion of the 
court. The foregoing provisions shall not be held to be exclusive of, but in 
addition to all laws of the State prescribing penalties for the same offenses 
or for both offenses relating to the same matter. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Section 212. 
PUBLIC MEETING: In the interest of the citizens and 


taxpayers and their knowledge of the manner in which the affairs of the City 
are being conducted, a public meeting shall be called once each year. I 
shall be the duty of the City Auditor and Clerk to give notice of such publi 
meeting in a newspaper published in the City between January 10th anc 
January 20th of each year, such public meeting to be held in some con 
venient public place between January 20th and January 31st next ensuing 
The City Auditor and Clerk and City Manager shall be present at suel 
public meeting and be prepared to furnish such data and facts in the! 
possession as may be required to show the manner in which the affairs o 
the City have been conducted during the past year. If, after a full and fre 
discussion, a majority of the taxpayers of the City there present shall de 
cide some definite proposition would be to the best interests of the City 
they may embody such proposition in a recommendation to the City Com 
mission. This recommendation shall be acted upon by the City Commission 
at their next regular meeting. If such action be favorable thereto, it shal 
at once be embodied in an appropriate ordinance or resolution, which ordi 
nance or resolution may be subject to the referendum, as are other ord: 
nances and resolutions. 
If the recommendation be rejected by the City 


Commission, the~ same may, by the initiative, be balloted on at the en 
suing election. 


Section 213. 
FIRST ELECTION: Immediately after the ratification o 


this Charter, as hereinafter provided, the City Clerk shall call a special elec 
tion to be held at the City Council Chamber in the City of New Smyrna 
Florida, on the 28th day of December, A. D. 1920, for the purpose of electing 
three City Commissioners and a Municipal Judge. Notice of such election 
shall be published in four consecutive weekly issues of a newspaper of gener; 
circulation in the City. Candidates for the City Commission and Municipi 
Judge shall, at such election, be nominated by petition, and there shall be 
no primary. Such petitions shall be filed with the City Clerk not later than 
December 16, 1920, and shall contain the name of the candidate or candidates 
and shall specify as to each candidate that he is nominated for the office o 
City Commissioner or Municipal Judge of the City of New Smyrna, Florida 
and that he possesses the qualifications required for members of the City 
Commission or Municipal Judge by the Charter.

One of the signers to each of 
separate papers shall swear that the statements therein are true to the best 
of his knowledge and belief and the certificate of such oath shall be annexed. 
Any person whose name has been submitted for candidacy by such petition 
shall file with the City Clerk not later than five days thereafter a written 
acceptance of such candidacy, which acceptance shall state that if elected he 
will qualify for and serve in such office during the term for which he is 
elected. 
It shall be the duty of the City Clerk with whom such ac- 


ceptance is filed, forthwith to make and deliver to such candidate a written 
certificate acknowledging receipt of such acceptance and stating the date 
of its filing. If any candidate fails to file such acceptance his nsme shall 
not appear upon the ballot. The City Clerk shall appoint four qualified 
electors as a board of Election Commissioners, whose duty it shall be 
to conduct such election and certify the re&ult thereof to the City Clerk. 
It shall be the duty of the City Clerk to cause the names of all candidates 
to be printed upon the ballot in alphabetical order. Electors shall make a 
cross mark (X) to the lelt of the names of the candidates of his choice.

INVESTIGATIONS: 
The Citv Commission or any com- 


mittee thereof, the City Manager or any advisory board appointed by the 
City Commission for such purpose, bhall have power at any time to cause 
the affairs of any department or the conduct of ;.ny officer or employe to be 
investigated; and for such purpose shall have power to compel the attendance

TO THE PROPERTY OWNERS AND VOTERS OF NEW SMYRNA:' 


Your Charter Board, elected by you on July 6th last, in accordance 


with Chapter 6940, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1915, now presents for your 
earnest consideration a proposed new Charter for our City. Thi? Charter 
is the result of our best thought and effort expended during many weeks 
of the most painstaking research and work. 
It contains 
many of 


the most salient features of Charters of many of the best and most econom- 
ically governed cities and towns. 


Your Charter Board has taken great care to keep always in mind^hat 


our City is not so large or so wealthy as many other cities; that those who 
must bear the cost of onr municipal government are, for the most part, so 
situated in life that they must earn their living and the money with which 
to pay their taxes by working long hours at their various trades, professions, 
occupations and places of business, and that the people of our City are al- 
ready heavily burdened with various special taxes and bond issues. 


Your Charter Board also recognized the fact that, not through the in- 


dividual shortcomings of those worthy citizens who are now, or have here- 
tofore been in charge qf our City government, but by reason of the faults 
and limitations of our present City Charter, our tax payers are not enjoying 
the economy ancl efficiency of municipal government to which they are en- 
titled; nor has our City had that degree of civic progress, the foundation of 
which nature has so abundantly bestowed, and for which our progressive 
citizens have so earnestly striven. 


The crying need of improving upon our present form of City government 


must be apparent to all our people. Those who have made an extensive 
wtudy of the subject of municipal government almost unanimously agree that 
the best results are obtained by placing the executive affairs of the City di- 
rectly in the hands of one man trained in the science of City Management, 


. jwjio is required to devote his full time to his duties, and who is made directly 


respUogible, for economy and efficiency; in other words, the "Coirimission- 
Manager'Plan" Charter. 


Your Charter Board now presents for your ratification or rejection a 


"Commission-Manager Plan" Charter, in which we have earnestly endeavored 
to incorporate such provisions as will, in our opinion, guarantee a more 
economical and efficient administration of the affairs of our City. 


By the adoption of this Charter, we believe the City will be able to get 


one hundred cents in value for every dollar of taxes and that the burden of 
taxation will be more justly distributed. 


• Some of its chief advantages may be briefly mentioned as follows: 


1. It establishes a simple, direct and business-like form of government. 
2. It makes elective officers responsible to public opinion by means of 


the initiative and referendum. 


3. It creates a single-headed administrative establishment, and this ad- 


ministrative unity makes for harmony between departments, since all are 


• subject to a common head. 


4. It insures expertness in administration at the point where it is most 


valuable, namely: at the head. 


5. if takes politics out of City affairs by limiting the number of persons 


to be voted for each year to a single legislative officer; thus enabling the 
community to center on the best material available. 


6. It affords to capable men the opportunity of holding office during 


good behavior, plus tending to the development of trained public servants.

Section 10. 
POWERS: 
All powers of the City except such as are 


vested in the jurisdiction of a Municipal Court and except as otherwise 
provided by this Charter, or by the Constitution of the State, are hereby 
vested in the City Commission; and, except as otherwise provided by this 
Charter, or by the Constitution of the State, the City Cqmmission may, by 
ordinance or resolution provide the manner in which "any power of the City 
shall be exercised. Neither the City Commission nor any of its members 
shall dictate the appointment of any person to office or employment by the 
City Manager, or in any manner prevent the City Manager from exercising his 
own judgement in selecting the personnel of his administration. The City Com- 
mission and its members shall deal with the administrative service solely 
through the City Manager and neither the City Commission nor any member 
thereof shall give orders to, nor make requests of, any of the subordinates 
of the City Manager, either publicly or privately. 


Section 11. 
QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS: 
Members of the City 


Commission shall be residents of the City for five years and have the quali- 
fications of electors and shall be taxpayers on real and personal property 
within the city limits. Officers and employes of the City shall not hold any 
other public office, except as Notaries Public, and shall not be interested in 
the profits or emoluments of any contract, work or service for the munici- 
pality, and any such contract in which any officer or employe is, or may be- 
come interested, shall be declared void by the City Commission. 


Section 12. 
CANVASS BY CANDIDATES FOR COMMISSION PRO- 


HIBITED: 
No candidate for the office of City Commission shall make any 


personal canvass among the voters to secure his nomination or election 
or the nomination and election of any other candidate in the same election. 
He may cause notice of his candidacy to be published in the newspapers and 
may procure the circulation of a petition for his nomination; but he shall 
not personally circulate such petition, nor by writing, nor in any otherwise 
solicit anyone to support him or vote for him. He shall not expend or 
promise any money, office, employment or any other thing of value to secure 
nomination or election, but he may answer such inquiries as may be put 
to him and may declare his position publicly upon matters of public interest, 
either by addressing public meetings or by making like statements for 
newspaper publication or general circulation. 
A violation of these pro- 


visions or any of them, shall disqualify him from holding the office if elected 
and the person receiving the next highest number of votes, who has observed 
the foregoing conditions, shall be entitled to the office. ' 


Section 13. 
JUDGE OF ITS OWN ELECTION: The City Commission 


shall be the judge of the election and qualification of Its own members sub- 
ject to review by the courts. Any member of the City Commission who shall 
be convicted of crime while in office shall thereby forfeit his office. 


Section 14. 
ACCEPTANCE OF PASSES AND SPECIAL PRIVILEGES 


PROHIBITED: No City ComMiSStoiteif Of otfier officer of employe of the City 
sliall accept any frank, free ticket, pass or service, directly or indirectly, 
from any person, firm or corporation, upon terms more favorable than are 
granted to the public generally, provided that such prohibition of free service 
shall not apply to policemen or firemen in uniform or wearing their official 
badges, where same is authorized by ordinance, and provided further that 
netting in this section shall be so construed as to prohibit the use of passes 
or free service that has been or may be granted to any City Commissioner by 
reason of his employment other than as a City Commissioner. 


Section 15. 
FORFEITURE OF OFFICE: Any City Commissioner who 


shall cease to possess any of the qualifications required under the six pro- 
ceeding sections shall forthwith forfeit his office. 


Section 16. 
VACANCIES: When there is a single vacancy in the City 


Commission, the same shall be filled by appointment by the City Com- 
mission, if less than sixty days ensue before the next general or special 
election; if more than sixty days before such election, then an election shall 
be called to nil such vacancy. When there is more than one vacancy, thea 
an election shall be called to fill such vacancies. 


Section 17. 
MAYOR: The City Commission shall, at the time of or- 


ganizing, elect one of its members as Mayor of the City. In case the members 
of the City Commission are unable to agree within five days after the time 
fixed herein for the organization meeting, upon the selection of the Mayor, 
then such officer shall be chosen by lot, conducted by the City Clerk, who 
shall certify the result of such lot upon the journal of the City Commission 


Section 18. 
FUNCTIONS AND POWERS OF MAYOR: 
The Mayor 


shall preside at all meetings of the Cty Commission and perform such other 
duties consistent with his office as may be imposed by it; and shall have a 
voice and vote in the proceedings of the City Commission, but no veto power. 
He may use the title of Mayor in any case in which legal instruments o£ 
writing or other necessity arising from- the general laws of the State so re- 
quires; but this shall not be considered as conferring upon him the admin- 
istrative or judicial functions of a mayor under the general laws of the 
State. He shall be recognized as the official head of the City by the courts 
for the purpose of serving civil processes; by the Government in the exer- 
cise of military law. and for all ceremonial purposes. He may take com- 
mand of the police and govern the City by proclamation, under the direction 
of the City Commission during times of grave public danger or emergency, 
and the City Commission shall be the judge of what constitutes such public 
danger or emergency.

The City plans proposed by such City Plan Board ,when adopted 
by vote of the electors of the City in such manner as may be prescribed by 
ordinance, shall constitute the plan to be followed by the municipality and 
Its officers in the permanent improvement and development of the City of 
NevTSmyrna until modified or amended at some subsequent election, and all 
expenditures of funds for permanent improvements shall be restricted to 
such purposes as are contemplated under the plan of the City Plan Board 
which may have been approved and adopted as herein provided for.

hers of the City Commission and the City Manager shall be ex-officio mem- 
bers of the City Plan Board. 


Section SO. 
CITY PLAN FUND: 
Authority is hereby given for the 


creation of a fund to be known as the "City Plan Fund," and which may be 
raised by a tax levy to be made during the year 1922 as other taxes 
are levied, of not exceeding two mills on the dollar, but no further levy or 
payment into such fund shall be made by the City.

ANNUAL ESTIMATES: 
The City Manager in his annual 


report covering the operation of the City, which it shall be bis duty to make 
and submit to the City Commission covering the fiscal year, shall set forth 
an estimate of the expenditures and revenues of the City for the ensuing 
year. 
This estimate shall be compiled from detailed information and in its 


arrangements the classification of expenditures shall be as nearly uniform as 
possible for tlie main functional divisions and departments of the City and 
shall give in parallel column.; the following information. 


(a) Detailed estimate of the expenses of conductiHg each 
department and division of the. City government, including 
all public utilities and enterprises conducted by the City. 
(b) Expenditures for the corresponding items during the 
two fiscal years last past. 
(c) Amount of supplies and materials on hand. 
(d| Increase of demands compared with the corresponding 
appropriation for the las! fiscal year. 
(e) Such other information as is required by the City Com- 
mission or as the City Manaj-'er may deem advisable to sub- 
mit. 


The estimates so given and constituting flu: re< onmiewla.tion of the City 


Manager as to the amounts neces.-ary to be appropriated for the ensuing 
fiscal year shall be supported with information giving the reasons there/or 
in snf-'n detail as may be nwessary to afford the City Commission a compre- 
hensive understanding of the needs and requirements of the various divisions 
of the City government for tin- ensuing pp.riorl.

Assessor of the City. Such return shall be made upon and in conformity

road would be opposing it 
strenuously, instead of advising 
its adoption. One of the high 
officials of the railroad is cred- 
ited with the statement that the 
Florida East Coast railroad 
a corporation would be glad to 
have every city and town along 
its line adopt the commission- 
manager plan of city govern- 
ment because of the progress- 
iveness and municipal efficien- 
cy which would follow such a 
step. 
In St. Augustine the 


Florida East Coast railroad is 
the heaviest taxpayer in the 
city, and for several years J. 
E. Ingraham, vice president of 
the railroad, was mayor-com- 
missioner in that city and T. V. 
Pomar, auditor for the road, 
was also a member of the city 
commission. F. W. Kirtland, 
assistant to the vice president, 
is head of the city plan board. 
These gentlemen, as well as 
other officials of the railroad in 
St. Augustine, are enthusiastic 
supporters of the commission- 
manager plan of city govern- 
ment. 


Should Divide 
Voting Precinct 


Erperience gained in the re- 


cent general election shows the 
New Smyrna voting precinct 
should be divided into two or 
three precincts. The addition 
of the women voters to the 
qualified list gives this precinct 
a total of 1,420 registered vot- 
ers, and it was only the fact 
that about 60 per cent of these 
qualified electors cast their 
ballots in the general election 
which saved the day in New 
Smyrna.

Notice as in civil ac- 
tions shall be served upon all persons whose property abuts upon the portion 
of the street affected by the proposed vacation or narrowing, and by publica- 
tion once in a newspaper of general circulation in the City as to all the per- 
sons who cannot be personally served. Said notice shall state the time and: 
place at which objection can be heard before the City Commission and the- 
City Commission may thereafter by ordinance declare such vacation or nar- 
rowing of street, avenue or alley of which notice* was previously given as here- 
inbefore provided for and such order ot the City Commission vacating- or nar- 
rowing of a street which has been dedicated to public use by the proprietor 
shall, to the extent to which it is vacated or narrowed, operate as a revocation^ 
of the acceptance thereof by the City Commission, but the right of way and 
easement therein of any lot owner shall not he impaired thereby.

No 
plats subdividing landb within the corporate limits, or contiguous thereto, 
shall be entitled to record in the public records of the county, without suck 
written approval so endorsed thereon.

during the (barter (Miijiamn in Tampa about a dozen more or less prominent 
lawyer', ot ti'at chj published a Ic-nulM statement that the propose<! charter 
was illegal, oti.

Of couise. manj thoroughly sincere, though mistaken,

grant or renewal thereof shall be made in violation of any of the limitations 
contained in this Charter. The City Commission may by ordinance call an 
-election for such purpose, or this action may be instituted by the initiative as 
provided in this Charter. Such election shall be held as provided by this 
Charter for the holding of other elections and all qualified voters who pay 
taxes on real or personal property, may vote thereon. 


Section 166. 
PERIOD OF GRANTS: No such grant or franchise shall 


•be exclusive, nor shall it be made for a longer period than twenty years. 
No such grant or franchise shall be renewed earlier than two years prior to 
its expiration unless the City Commission shall by unanimous vote of its 
members first declare by ordinance its intention of considering a renewal 
thereof. All grants of rights to make extension of any public utility shall be 
-subject as far as practicable to the terms of the original grant and shall 
•expire therewith. 


Section 167. 
CONDITIONS: The City Commission in ordinances grant- 


ing or renewing any franchise to construct and operate a public utility, and 
subject to the approval of a majority of the qualified electors, as provided in 
Section 165, shall prescribe the kind and quality of service or product to be 
tumished, the rate or rates to be charged therefor, the manner in which the 
streets and public grounds shall be used and occupied, and other terms 
and conditions conducive to the public interest. All such grants and re- 
newals thereof shall reserve to the City the right to terminate the same 
upon purchasing all of the property, and property rights of the utility as 
well as extensions thereof wihin or without the City, used in or useful in 
or connected with such utility and extension, as may be provided for in the 
ordinance making the grant or renewal and including all contracts for service 
or motor power fairly and reasonably made in good faith by the utility, at a 
oprioe either fixed in the ordinance or to be fixed in the manner provided by 
•the ordinance making the grant or the renewal of the grant, such contracts 
if so purchased to be performed by the City. Nothing in such ordinance shall 
prevent the City from acquiring the property of any such utility by condem- 
.nation proceedings or in any other lawful mode; and all such methods of ac- 
quisition shall be alternative to the power of purchase reserved in the grant 
i or renewal as hereby provided. 
In such event, however, said contracts of 


such utility shall'be performed by the City. Upon the acquisitiom by the City 
• of the property of any utility, by purchase, condemnation, or otherwise, all 
grants or renewals' shall at once terminate. 


Section 168. 
ASSIGNMENT OF GRANTS: 
No such grant or fran- 


chise shall be leased, assigned or otherwise alienated except with the express 
•consent of the City Commission. 


Section 169. 
EXTENSION BY ANNEXATION: It shall be provided in 


every such grant that upon the annexation of any territory to the City the 
portion of any such utility that may be located within such annexed territory 
and upon the streets, alleys or public grounds thereof, shall thereafter be 
subject to all the terms of the grant as though it were an extension made 
thereunder. 


Section 170. 
RIGHT OF REGULATION: 
All grants shall be sub- 


ject to the right of the City, whether in the terms reserved or not, to control 
at all times the distribution of space in, over, under or across all streets, alloj!; 
or public grounds occupied by public'Utility fixtures, and, when in the opinion 
•of the City Commission the public interest so requires, such fixtures may be 
caused to be reconstructed, relocated, altered or discontinued; and said City 
shall at all'times have the power to pass all regulatory ordinances affecting 
such utilities, which, in the opinion of the City Commission are required in 
ihe interests of the public health, safety or accommodation. 


Section 171. 
FORFEITURES: 
If any action shall be instituted or 


prosecuted directly or indirectly by the grantee of any such grant, or by its 
stockholders or creditors, to set aside or have declared void any of the terms 
•of such grant, the whole of such grant may be thereupon forfeited and 
annulled at the option of the City Commission, to be expressed by ordinance. 
All such grants* shall make provision for the declaration of a forfeiture by 
the City Commission for the violation by the grantee of any of the terms 
thereof. 


Section 172. 
ACCOUNTS AND REPORTS: 
Every person or corpor- 


ation operating a public utility within the City limits, whether under a grant 
heretofore or hereafter obtained, shall keep and maintain at some place with- 
in the City suitable and complete books of accounts, showing in detail the 
assets, financial obligations, gross revenues, net profits and all the operations 
of such utility which are usually shown by a complete system of bookkeeping. 


Each such person or corporation, within sixty days after the end of 


each of its fiscal years, unless the City Commission shall extend the time, 
shall file with the City Commission a report for the preceding fiscal year, 
showing the gross revenue, the net profits, expenses of repairs, betterments 
and additions, amount paid for salaries, amount paid for interest and dis- 
' count, other expenses of operation, and such other information, if any, as 
•the City Commission may from time to time prescribe. If the City Com- 
mission shall prescribe the form for such reports, then such reports shall be 
made in the form from time to time prescribed by the City Commission. 


It shall be the duty of each such person or corporation to furnish the City 


Commission such supplementary or special information about its affairs as 
the City Commission may demand; and the City Commission or its author- 
ized representative, shall at any and all reasonable times have access to 
all the books, records and papers of each and every such person or corpor- 
ation, with the privilege of taking copies of same or any part thereof. 


The duties herein prescribed may be specifically enforced by appropriate 


legal proceedings; and, in addition, each such person, or corporation, for fail 
ufe to comply with the provisions of this section shall be liable to the City ol 
New Smyrna, Florida, in the sum of twenty-five dollars per day for each day 
-of such failure, to be recovered in a civil action in the name of the City. 


The provisions of this section do not apply to any utility extending in its 


-operations to other communities not properly suburban to the City of New 
Smyrnai Florida. 


Section 173. 
GRANTS NOT INCLUDED: Revocable permits for lay 


ing spur tracks across or along streets, alleys or public grounds to connect 
•a steam or electric railroad with any property in need of switching facilities 
shall not be regarded as a grant within the meaning of this Charter, but may 
be permitted in -accordance with such terms and conditions as the City Coin 
mission may by ordinance prescribe. 


Section 174. 
GENERAL PROVISOS: Nothing in this Charter con 


tained shall operate in any way, except as herein specifically stated, to limi 
the City Commission in the exercise of any of its lawful powers respecting 
public utilities, or to prohibit the City Commission from imposing in any 
such grant such further restrictions and provisions as it may deem to be in 
the public interest provided only that the same are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Charter or the constitution of the State. 


COMPENSATION OF OFFICERS AND EMPLOYES 


Section 175. 
SALARIES: The City Commission shall fix by ordinance 


the salary or compensation of the City Attorney, Municipal Judge, Clerk 
heads of the departments, members of the police and fire forces and mem 
bers of boards. The City Manager shall fix the number and compensation o 
, all other officers and employes. The salaries or compensation so fixed, shal

rates of pay with dates of employment and discharge shall be immediately 
reported to the City Auditor and Clerk. All fees and moneys received o 
collected by officers and employes, other than the City Auditor and Clerk 
shall be immediately paid over to the City Auditor and Clerk on the date o 
itheir receipt. 


Section 176. 
OATH OF OFFICE: 
Every officer of the City shall 


"before entering upon the duties of his office take and subscribe to an oatl 
or affirmation to be filed and kept in the office of the City Auditor and Clerk 
which oath shall be in the iorm prescribed for State officers by the const! 
Jution of the State. 


Section 177. 
OFFICIAL BONDS: The City Commission or City Alan 


ager, in fixing the salary of any officer, clerk or employe shall determin 
whether or not such officer, clerk or employe shall give bond, and the amoun 
thereof, which bond shall be procured from a regularly accredited suret 
vompany authorized to do business- under the laws of Florida, the premium 
on such bontls> to be paid by the City. All such bonds shall be filed in th. 
-office of the City Auditor and Clerk. 


Section 178 
CONTINUANCE OF PRESENT OFFICERS:

sons holding ofhce. at the time this Charter goes into effect shall continu

(a) Such petition shall state the name of each person whose 


name is presented for a place upon the ballot and that he is a can- 
didate for the office of City Commissioner for the City of New- 
Smyrna, Florida. 


(b) 
Such petitions shall be signed by electors of the munici- 


pality equal in number to fifteen per cent of the total number of 
registered voters in the City. 


(c) Each elector signing a petition shall add to his signaturee 


the date of signing, and may subscribe to one nomination for each 
of the places to be filled and no more. All signatures shall be made 
with ink or indelible pencil.

When there are less than three persons nominated by petition, as set forth 
n Section 187, then and in that event no primary shall be held and the City 
!ommission shall declare the persons so nominated by petition as aforesaid 
as nominees for the office of City Commission, at the regular municipal elec 
.ion; however, if more than two persons are nominated by petition, as afore 
said, then it shall be the duty of the City Commission to hold a primary 
election as aforesaid. 


Except as otherwise provided for in this Charter, officers shall assum'e
